Karnasch discloses a device for bending metal poles to spirals having a machine 
frame (1) with a worktable (2 and 5); a rotatable mandrel (rotatable position holder 4) having a 
removable tool (lever 8) used for curling an elongated workpiece; and an actuator (9) provided 
with a rod (shaft 10) having a tool holder (See FIG below) that supports an idle rotating roller 
(roller 1 1) at the free end of the rod.
